Demand That Attacks of Imperial 


Troops on Legations Shall 


Cease at Once.

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PASHINGTON, Aug. p.—The State Department this morning made public the following memorandum 


sent yesterday to the Chinese government through Minister Wti: 


"We are availing otirselve ; of the opportunity offered by the imperial edict of the 5th of August 


allowing to the foreign Ministers free communication with their respective governments in cipher, and 


have sent a communication to Minister Conger, to which we await an answer. 


"We are already advised 'by him in a'brief dispatch received August 7th that imperial troops are firing daily 


upon the Ministers in Peking. We demand the immediate cessation of hostile attacks by imperial troops upon 
the legations, and urge the exercise of every power and energy of the imperial government for the protection 
* 


of the legations and all foreigners therein. 


We are also advised_by the same dispatch from Minister Conger that in his opinion, for the foreign Ministers 


to leave Peking, as proposed in the edict of August ad, would be certain death. 
In view of the fact that the 


imperial troops are now firing upon the legations, and in view of the doubt expressed by the imperial gov- 
ernment in its edict of August 2d as to its power to restore order and secure absolute safety in Peking, it is 
evident that this apprehension is well founded, for if your government cannot protect our Minister in Peking, 
it wili presumptively be unable to protect him upon a journey from Peking to Tien Tsin or the coast. We there- 
fore urge upon the imperial government that it shall adopt the course suggested in the third clause of the let- 
ter of the President to His Majesty, the Eraperor of China, of July 23, 1900, and enter into communication with 
the relief expedition so that co-operation may be secured between them for the liberation of the legations, the 
protection of foreigners and the restoration of order. 
Such action on the part of the imperial government 


would be a satisfactory demonstrajion of its friendliness and desire to attain these ends.

CHINA'S GOOD 


FAITH IS TO 


BE TESTED.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The State 


Department at 10 o'clock this -morning 
made public the text of the new ad- 
dress to tlie Chinese government which 
was last nigtit delivered to Minister Wu 
for immediate transmission to the au- 
thorities at Peking. Its contents were 
accurately forecasted in the Associated 


edict allowing free communication with 
the Ministers, and virtually serves notice 
on the imperial authorities that their 
good faith is to be tested by cipher dis- 
patches which have been sent to Min- 
ister Conger. 
The strongest part of 


the note is embraced 'in the demand for 
the immediate cessation of the attack 
of the imperial troops upon the lega- 
tioners. The note was not at all belli- 
cose in tone, and its temper is generally 
commended as the best mefhod of using 
tihe professed friendship of the imperial 
authorities to save the legationers. 
- The demand for the immediate cessa- 
tion of the attacks upon the legations 
is stern and emphatic, but the word "de- 
mand" gives way to "urge" when the 
imperial government 
is requested to 


place itself in friendly communication 
with the advancing allies, 


It is pointed put that while we have 


the undoubted right to demand that the 
firing upon our diplomatic representa- 
tive cease, to do more than advise and 
urge the Chinese government to co- 
operate with the forces of the powers 
for the relief of the Ministers and the 
restoration of order might possibly be 
deemed presumptions and offensive. 


The authorities here are very hopeful 


*liat this moderation will carry weight, 
as it will afford the Chinese government 
an opportunity to comply without secm- 
ing to yield to a demand. 


Although the note was delivered to 


Minister Wu early last evening, it had 
not been forwarded to the Chinese gov- 
ernment at 10 o'clock this morning. 
The laborious -work of putting it into 
the 
complicated cipher system which 


the Chinese employ was responsible for 
the delay. The Minister and his assist- 
ants had'been at work almost constantly 
since it was received, but at the hour 
named had not finished putting it into 
cip'hcr. It was expected, however, that 
it would go forward within a few hours.

LAID TO REST. 


Panic at the Funeral in Which 


Women are Knocked Down 


and Trampled Upon. 


LONDON, Aug. 
S.—A. special dispatch 


from tRome says that a, sudden move- 
ment o£ the crowd in the Via Nazionale, 
as the icing's carriage in the funeral pro- 
coPPioa passed, resulted Ln a panic during 
which thirty persons were injured and 
several badly crushed. 


The dispatch adds that tt was at nrst 
thought 
by the officers that the new 
Kind's life was in danger, and the Duke 
of Aostti and the Count of Turin drew 
their swords, while the cavalry drove 
back t'ne crowd mid enclosed the King's 
carriage in a square. 


Women, the dispatch add,a 'tainted, and 
shrieked 
and a number we-re knocked, 
down a.nd trampled under foot, but -the 
disaster, which was sceminfly inevitable, 
was averted. 


AN IMPOSING PROCESSION. 


ROME, Aug. 9.—The train bearing the 
remains ot the tote King of Italy, whicli 
le-ft Monza at -1:25 p. m. ycsterdav, ac- 
companied by tils Duke of Aosta, the 
Count of Turin and the Duke of OpO'fto 
arrived here at 5:30 a. m. today. Imme- 
diately after that hour, itsn non-commis- 
Bloncd officers of Cuirassiers carried i:he 
casket containing .the body of thp late 
Kins from the funeral train to the large 
hall of the railroad station, which, had 
been 
transformed into a chaipei, hung- 
wi.tli sable draperies with gold ornamen- 
tation. 


The first chaplain of the court, assisted 
by a (number of priests, pronounced the 
absolution,- and the cortege started for 
the Pantheon, where rest the remaln-s of 
Humbert's father, King Victor Emanuel 
II. The aun was showing through a haze 
but. the wea.ther was not hot. The imined- 
diate 
ppace 
surroumdlngr 
the 
station 
was entirely walled with people, and as 
the casket was borne into the open air, 
all those prese-nt uncovered and rctnaln- 
ecl bare-headed while ithe procession was 
in view. Aftertthe casket had been p-ac- 
ed on a gun carriage. King Victor Emart- 
uel III took his place at the head of the 
Princes, who followed the remains. Be- 
hind His Majesty were 'the Duke of Aos- 
ta, the Count ot Turin, the Duke of Gen- 
oa, the Duke of Oporto, Prince Ferdinand 
of Genntu a:nd other royal visitors. Fol- 
lowing ithem were the members of the 
diplomatic corps and the special envoys. 
Preceding the cortege, which was most 
imposing in its magnificence, were a bat- 
tery 
of artillery, a band of music and 
then a battalion from each division of tile 
Italian army and maxinje corps, many ar- 
my and navy officers, representatives of 
the 
scientific and educational 
Inatlfu- 


tio.n.=, tho Mayors and municipal officers 


f Rome and and Turin, deputations from 
11 the governmental bureaus of tha gov- 
ernment, and behind those were the more 
important 
state bodies, including the 
Cabinet Ministers, Senators, and Depu- 
ties, whose appearance made a striking 
S'3usi ahead of tfce casket were about 
100 priests and 100 friars, including 
the 


court chaplains. 
The £U-n carriage bearing the casket

great Brilliancy to the cortege. No 'lesa' 
than. 650 'Senators and.Deputies took, part 
In the. procession, many Bach'caLa and Ru- 
publlcana 'being among the number.

Pichon, the French Minister at Peking, 
via Shanghai, today, August pth, the 
Peking date not being given: 


"The diplomatic corps has just been 


informed by the Chinese government 
that the powers 
have repeatedly 
de- 


manded our departure from Peking un- 
der escort, and beg us to arrange out 
departure and fix a date. We have re- 
sponded to the Tsung Li Yamen that w« 
could not leave our posts without in- 
structions from our governments, 
to 


whom we leave the question. 


"I should inform you that should w« 


not depart 
from Peking the 
foreign- 


forces coming to our rescue should be 
of sufficient number to insure the safety 
and convoy of 800 foreigners, of whom 
200 are women and children and fifty 
wounded, and more than 3,000 native 
Christians whom we cannot leave to be 
massacred. In any case, a Chinese es- 
cort should not be considered.

DANGER OF THE BILLBOARD FENCE. 


. The danger of that public nuisance, the high billboard 
fence, was strikingly illustrated at the lire which destroyed 
the American Gas and Machine Works and wrecked the Ex- 
position building. 
But for the unsightly fence surrounding 


the Exposition block the Exposition building could have 
been saved with little danger. 
As it was uiily the absence of 


wind preven.ed the (lames from spreading into a disastrous 
conflagration. 


Trie Fire Department was on hand promptly, but the fence 


had to be chopped down before the firemen could get the 
hose to play effectively on the flames, as it was impossible to 
lead the hose into desired positions till the obstruction was 
demolished. 


It is time this menace was ended. There is a general 


demand for the abatement of the nuisance, but the authorities 
are unaccountably slow in moving in the matter. The United 
States Court has declared the high billboard fence to be a 
dangerous nuisance and has sustained the validity of an ordi- 
nance limiting their height to four feet. 
Being built of highly 


combustible material, they generally surround vacant lots 
without any of the safeguards that ordinarily protect build- 
ings. They arc a constant menace to the property of any 
neighborhood. They disfigure the public highways and ren- 
der residence in their vicinity disagreeable. 
They tend to 


raise the rates of insurance, and the underwriters have fre- 
quently called attention to their dangerous character. 


Some regulation should be made to abate the unsightly 


menace. Their height should be restricted to four'feet, and 
a stiff license exacted for their maintenance. Aside from the 
danger they involve the thoroughfares should not be dis- 
figured by such hideous devices. The holders of adjacent 
property have some rights in the premises. In addition to 
adding to the dangers from fire and increasing the rates of 
insurance, they keep down rents and render adjoining prop- 
erty unsalable. People will not buy or build in the immediate 
neighborhood of these fences.

The billboard fence must be suppressed, and the quicker 


the authorities get to work about it the better the public will 
be pleased.

I have not in any way altered from that 
position. Before 1 went to Washington 
I was asked by the proprietor of the 
Encinal as to what my position was and 
I then said t.o him: 'You can say that 
I made my promise to Alameda before 
any discussion was raised, and if every 
man, woman and child in Oakland was 
opposed to it you would yet find .me in 
favor of it in accorciance with my prom- 
ise.' 
Now this man has wilfully and 


maliciously attacked me upon this sub- 
ject, knowing that his representations 
are thoroughly and entirely false. 


"I have refrained during :he entire 


campaign froln making any reply to his 
vituperative attacks, although my blood 
has boiled at the contemptibleiiejs of 
them, but I now say that he docs not 
truly represent the interests of Alameda 
when he makes these villiiying 
state- 


ments. 


"I have answered you in strict accord- 


ance -with the facts. The canal is-, an 
assured fact beyond a doubt. .IT HAS
